2005 Wisconsin Act 148, proposed as a correction bill by the Revisor of Statutes, makes the
following changes to the statutes:

e The Act adds “local professional football stadium facilities” and “local cultural arts facilities”
to the list of revenue producing facilities or enterprises owned by a municipality and operated
for a public purpose that are included in the definition of “public utility” under the statute
addressing revenue obligations in municipal law.

e The Act inserts “or” into the statutory provision limiting liability with respect to bonds or
other obligations relating to a local cultural arts district, so that the provision reads as follows
(the inserted “or” is highlighted): “No director, employee of the district nor any other person
executing any agreements with respect to any bonds or other obligations under this
subsection is personally liable on the obligations or subject to any personal liability or
accountability by reason of the issuance of such obligations.” [Emphasis added.]

The justification for these corrections is explained in the NOTES provided by the Revisor of
Statutes in the body of the Act.

Effective Date: The Act takes effect on April 5, 2006.
